“ Trust companies are compara­ 


tively a new institution, ” remarked 


Col. 
O. 
A . Crandall, of Sedalia, 


Mo. , at the Laclede last night, to 


a Globe-Democrat reporter. 
Col. 


Crandall is the president of the 


Missouri Trust Co. and one of the 


best known financiers iti the state. 


“ The trust company with which 


I am connected, ” 
he continued, 


“ is the oldest in the state’s bor­ 


ders, yet it is only 20 years of age. 


W hen we started in business we 


found that we were greatly handi­ 


capped trying to keep from in­ 


fringing on the banks. 
W e were 


trying to do practically the same 


business that we do now, but there 


were no state laws to govern us. 


So I set to work and with others 


succeeded in having the first trust 
company laws passed in this state. 
That was in 1885. 
“ Our company was the first 
to 
organize under the law, while now 
there is not a city of any 
import­ 
ance in the state but what has at 
least one trust company, while here 
in St. Louis there are many more. 
“ I think that the wisdom of the 
trust company laws has been ex­ 
emplified by their uniform success. 
Th ey are conservative and hold a 
place in every 
community 
that a 
bank cannot fill. 
Pennsylvania, 1 
believe, was the first to make laws 
for their regulation, and now the 
city of 
Philadelphia, 
has 
thirty- 
two companies— as large a number 
as N e w Y ork itse f. 
“ Trust companies in the K e y ­ 
stone state are only fifty years old 
at that. 
N e w Y ork followed next 
with laws, and Massachusetts came 
next, I believe. 
Y e t it is strange 
that 60 
many of 
the 
important 
states have no trust companies, 
“ Connecticut, 
for instance, 
is 
without 
general laws 
governing 
trust companies, although the leg­ 
islature grants individual charters 
— a troublesome proceeding. 
In a 
large proportion 
of 
the western 
states there are no trust companies, 
all being known under the name of 
mortgage, loan and debenture com­ 
panies. 
That is the case in K a n ­ 
sas, for instance. 
“ In Europe trust companies are 
unknown. 
They are distinctly an 
American institution, and, I might 
add, a good one.

and B a ile y started up the street. 
T h e n Purcell d rew his revolver and 
opened fire upon B ailey.

and struggled b a ck into the stable. 
F u r ^ l l shot tw ic e 
again. 
F in a lly 
B a ile y w rested from him the re­ 
volver. 
Purcell then
